WHEREAS, the Fiscal Year 2002 Supplemental 
Budget provides for the funding of two new Fire 
Fighter / EMT position salaries and benefits, plus 
uniforms, training, equipment, facilities, health 
insurance, medicare payments, and fire fighter 
accident insurance for new Fire Fighter / EMTs; 
and 

WHEREAS, CHAPTER 103, FEES, ARTICLE II,

Town Council should re-think 
& rescind parking ordinance 

To the Editor: 

Here’s a scenario that might be of interest to your 
readers. 

Imagine you have moved into a new neighborhood. 
You see a car parked on the street adjacent to your 
property. You find this very disturbing; perhaps the car 
is the wrong color, make, year; it is blocking the view 
of the street; the people of the car are not to your lik¬ 
ing... Who knows the reason, but you decide to leave 
threatening notes (unsigned, of course) on the wind¬ 
shield threatening the owner of the car not to park 
there or you will call the police. 

You also yell at another car’s driver with the same 
threat. The police are then called and you are 
informed that it is alright for anyone to park there, as 
long as they are parked appropriately to the laws. 

Oh well, you still are not happy with anyone park¬ 
ing on “your” street, so you petition the Agawam Town 
Council, dig up a ruling from 1937 (about “adequate 
roadway passage”), and push through “Resolution TR 
2001-45” that prohibits parking on both sides of your 
street. 

Then, using hundreds of taxpayer dollars, signs 
are to be erected on both sides, and the police are 
notified to enforce this ruling. In fact, you will make 
sure that no one dares to park on your street and will 
call the police to tag any offending car (call 911?). 

What busy, narrow, congested street is being 
referred to in this (real) scenario? Take a ride down 
River Road near the South End bridge. Look east 
down Barney Street to the Connecticut River. You will 
see an average width street, a dead-end, with only 
two houses facing it. This certainly does not seem to 
fit the intent of the Traffic Rules Ordinance of 1937, to 
allow passage of two-way vehicle traffic in a congest¬ 
ed, narrow street. 

In fact, this is indeed the exact same Barney Street 
that has had little traffic of any kind since 1937! 

We are petitioning the Agawam Town Council and 
the Mayor to re-think and rescind this resolution. Any 
new resolutions should be scrutinized for practical 
utility and potential costs and benefits for all, not sim¬ 
ply reflect the selfish perspective of any resident(s) 
concerning personal preferences. 

In addition, this sets a precedence for residents of 
any street to demand equal - and biased - considera¬ 
tion for parking changes based on personal prefer¬ 
ence.

Veterans ’ corner... 
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Agawam Fire Dept, earns 2000 Life 
Safety Achievement Award 


The Agawam Fire Department has been presented 
with a Life Safety Achievement Award for the year 
2000 by the Residential Fire Safety Institute (RFSI). 
The award was announced by Roy L. Marshal, 
Director of the RFSI, and Massachusetts State Fire 
Marshal Stephen D. Coan. 

The Life Safety Achievement Award recognizes 
local fire prevention activities that contributed to 
reducing the number of lives lost in residential fires. 
The Agawam Fire Department qualified for the award 
in year 2000 because it recorded zero fire deaths in 
structures during that year. 

Although residential fires in the U.S. account for 
only 20 percent of all fires, they result in 80 percent of 
fire deaths. The RFSI and the Department of Fire 
Services are committed to reducing that number. A 
total of 1,124 fire departments in the U.S., Canada, 
and Iceland received the 2000 Life Safety 
Achievement Award. 

“Experience tells us that fire prevention activity and 
public education can significantly reduce life and 
property loss from residential fires,” Marshal said. 
“Prevention and education are very cost-effective 


compared to the traditional approach of relying on fire 
suppression. The Life Safety Achievement Award rec¬ 
ognizes fire departments for their fire prevention 
efforts and encourages them to continually improve 
those efforts.” 

Coan added, “After two years of reaching and 
breaking record low numbers of annual fire deaths in 
Massachusetts, the 33-percent increase in fire deaths 
in 2000 was extremely alarming. In a year with such a 
disturbing number of fire deaths, these communities 
truly stand out.” 

The RFSI is a public interest group whose mission 
is to work with states to reduce residential fire deaths 
and injuries. The RFSI advocates the use of residen¬ 
tial fire sprinklers, smoke alarms, and teaching people 
fire-safe behavior. Its principal program is Operation 
Life Safety, which assists fire departments with imple¬ 
menting residential sprinkler/alarm programs. 

The RFSI’s membership includes the United States 
Fire Administration, the National Association of State 
Fire Marshals, and private/industry associations with 
an interest in residential fire safety.

* Are enrolled in the PHARMACY Program or 
PHARMACY Program Plus as of March 31, 2001. 

* If you come within these guidelines, OR if you 


have any other questions, call “Prescription

a state program; you don’t have to be a veteran or a 
veteran’s spouse to qualify. (This program is open to 
Massachusetts residents.)

Taxation Committee 
passes bill to 
protect auto leases 

State Representative Daniel F. Keenan has 
announced that the Joint Committee on Taxation (on 
which he serves) has reported favorably on a bill that 
will protect consumers who lease their automobiles 
from possible hidden charges. 

Representative Keenan observed that motor vehi¬ 
cle lessees are often subject to excise taxes that are 
not clearly specified on their lease agreements. 

“If consumers are given the whole truth about the 
costs involved, they will be able to make a more edu¬ 
cated decision about the purchase that they make,” 
he said. 

Currently, leasing companies receive excise taxes 
that are prorated over the lease period. Consumers 
are left in the dark on the exact amount of excise 
taxes they will have paid over the course of the lease 
agreement. The bill states that the owner of a leased 
motor vehicle should enclose a true copy of the 
invoice for any vehicle excise tax imposed on that 
vehicle to the lease. 

Representative Keenan added that the additional 
requirement will provide an exact amount of excise 
due, and will provide evidence that will allow taxpay¬ 
ers to include such an amount on the itemized sched¬ 
ule on their federal returns. 

“This pro-consumer measure should be a funda¬ 
mental protection for anyone leasing an automobile," 
concluded Keenan. 
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To help military personnel... 

Keenan announces 
passage of Tax 
Comm, deferral bill 

Representative Daniel F. Keenan announced that 
the House Committee on Taxation has reported favor¬ 
ably on a bill that enables military personnel called to 
active duty to defer on their local property tax pay¬ 
ments. 

The bill enables taxpayers who suffer from poverty 
or financial hardship that results from the change to 
active military status and who are therefore unable to 
contribute fully toward the public charges. 

“At such a tumultuous time for our nation, we rely 
heavily on the brave men and women who are called 
upon to protect the country and combat terrorism 
abroad,” said Representative Dan Keenan. “This bill 
will help protect personnel and their families from 
some of the financial burdens that occur when their 
units are called upon.” 

Under current law, certain aged and infirmed tax¬ 
payers are eligible for a “hardship” exemption, where¬ 
by they may defer payment of all or part of their local 
property taxes at an eight percent interest rate. The 
bill would extend such an exemption to reservists and 
National Guardsmen who are called to active military 
service. 

“This piece of legislation would be proper at any 
time, but particularly important as we begin what will 
be a prolonged war against terrorism," said 
Representative Keenan. “This bill is a show of support 
for our men and women in uniform.” 

The bill next moves to the House Committee on 
Steering and Policy for further review. Representative 
Keenan expressed optimism that the simple but nec¬ 
essary act will pass quickly through the Legislature 
and into law.

Attitude control... 

Recently I finished a book, How Good Do We Have 
to Be? by Harold S. Kushner. The book had an inter¬ 
esting chapter titled, “I Thought I Had to Be Perfect.” 

The author commented that he could remember 
many occasions from his growing-up years and his 
life as an adult, occasions of feeling shame, feeling he 
had disappointed people who were judging him and 
fallen short of what he wanted to be, giving wrong 
answers, forgetting lines in a play, tripping over him¬ 
self in a game, coming up with an embarrassing slip 
of the tongue. 

He finds it remarkable not that these things hap¬ 
pened, but that years and decades later, he can still 
remember them and they still have the power to hurt. 

He commented that studies have shown that ath¬ 
letes who obsess over their mistakes (“I lifted my 
head too soon,” “I forgot to shift my weight forward”) 
do much worse than athletes who say to themselves, 
“That wasn’t very good. The next one will be better.” 

In the same way, dieters who berate themselves 
for every lapse (“What’s wrong with me? Why did I 
have that dessert? Why can’t I ever stick with a diet?) 
don’t lose as much weight as those who say, “Oh well, 
a few days of being careful will make up for that slip.” 

Kushner went on to say, “When we let ourselves be 
defined in our own minds by our worst moments 
instead of our best ones, we learn to think of our¬ 
selves as people who never get it right, rather than as 
capable people who make an occasional, thoroughly 
human mistake.” 

So, if we haven’t exercised for a week, let’s start up 
again, or if we ate too much chocolate, let’s start to be 
more careful. Let’s change our attitudes, be a little 
more forgiving and not think of ourselves as “bad.” 

We are capable humans who make good decisions 
(most of the time)! Let’s forgive, forget, and move on!

Cranberry sauce - Veal Oscar - 
A dressing for baked fish... 

Cranberry sauce made from scratch: 

Take whole berries, an orange peel, and sugar. 
Start by cooking the berries and the orange peel until 
soft; add your sugar and a small pinch of salt. Now 
cook and make sure that the berries are sweet 
enough. If too dry, add some orange juice. 

Why buy the canned stuff when you can have 
fresh? The great thing about this cranberry sauce is 
that you can add an additional 1/2 C of water during 
preperation, and then it is thin enough to use as a 
sauce to dress up cheesecake or as a topping for ice 
cream; you can make great sundaes with raspberry 
sherbert and the cranberry sauce. 

Veal Oscar: 

In a restaurant, it would cost you $25 a plate; you 
can make enough for six when you do it your self for 
$25. You need veal; some say use the pounded leg 
medallions ...

Buy 
a 1/2 lb. of lump crab meat at Boston Sea Foods, and 
place an equal portion on each chop. Cover with the 
asparagras. Now crown the dish with some Bernaise 
sauce. Serve with a wild rice and long-grain rice Pilaf, 
a glass of Chardonnay, and you have a great meal! 


Topping your baked fish: 

Do you like baked fish? Try making a dressing to 
top the fish, and then baking to complete the dish. 
Take 1 C of white bread (no crust). Soak in water and 
then wring out almost all of the water. Add one egg, 3 
TB light cream, 1/2 tsp. parsley, pinch of salt and 
white pepper, 1/2 C chopped red crab meat, and 2 TB 
melted butter. Mix together and top raw fish fillets with 
the mixture. (This should be enough for 4 to 6 por¬ 
tions.) 

Now place fillets in a buttered baking dish. Drizzle 
with more melted butter and a squeeze of lemon juice. 
Bake at 375 degrees for about 15 min. When the top 
of the dressing starts to brown and the fish is firm and 
white, it’s done. 

Crab meat is the perfect topping for many seafood 
dishes. Because it is available fresh, frozen, or 
canned, it is always available. When making a dish 
like veal or steak Oscar, the canned works well 
because you have the sauce to complement the crab.

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Five school records fall for AHS girls; 

St’s all Slachetka for boys as indoor track opens

The 2001-2002 indoor track season began in 
earnest just before the Christmas holiday, as the “Fab 
Five” top-ranked Agawam High girls’ team had a tus¬ 
sle before defeating Amherst Regional, 53-42, while 
the Amherst boys’ team - the number-one “Fab Five" 
team in Western Mass, (and defending Western 
Mass, champs) - stopped the Brownie boys, 57.5- 
37.5. 

The girls had several very strong first-meet efforts 
versus Amherst, as five school records fell to the way- 
side. And in the overall performance list that outlines 
the top individual times from the entire 16-team girls’ 
field, a few of the girls stood out. 

Leading the way was junior Kaitlin Sardella, who 
placed second overall in the performance list in the 
600 meters (1:47.9) and the 1,000 meters (3:22.4). 
She broke the existing school record in the 600 by 
nearly seven seconds and bettered her own school 
record in the 1,000 by three seconds. 

The All-Western Mass, runner collected a first in 
the dual meet versus Amherst in the 600 and a sec¬ 
ond in the 1,000 meters. 

Senior captain Kelly Cassidy broke the school 
record in the 50-meter hurdles at 9.9 seconds and 
placed second in the overall performance list. She 
also placed third overall in the 300 meters at 46.4, 
breaking another school record. For her efforts in the 
dual meet, she collected a first in the 55 hurdles, a 
second in the 300, and (for good measure) added a 
third in the long jump. 

Junior Andrea Babbin placed second in the overall 
performance list in the long jump at 15.4 feet and was 


sixth overall in the 55 meters at 7.8 seconds (another 
school record). She gathered first-place points in the 
dual meet win over Amherst in the long jump and a 
third in the 55 meters. 

Junior Danielle Cirillo placed sixth in the WMass. 
performance list in the 300 meters at 47.0 seconds 
and was third in the dual meet Amherst. 

Junior All-Western Mass, returnee Christine 
McGavin was fifth in the overall performance list in the 
shot put at 29.5 feet and received a second in the dual 
meet versus Amherst. 

And finally, junior Heather Cox placed fourth in the 
overall WMass. performance list in the 50-meter hur¬ 
dles at 10.0 and was second in the dual meet behind 
Cassidy. 

Brownies who earned valuable team points in the 
dual meet versus Amherst included junior Jody Pfau, 
first in the mile (6:19.3) and third in 1,000 meters 
(3:45.0); Jessica Roy, second in one mile (7:03.10); 
Sarah Longtin, third in mile (7:14.3); Desiree Marsili, 
third in shot put at 23.11 feet; Catherine Sheehan, 
third in 600 meters (2:03.4); Catherine Andrews, third 
in two-mile run (14:12); and Shannon McDyer, third in 
the dual meet versus Amherst in the high jump (4.2 
feet). 

The 4 x 400-meter relay team of Catherine 
Sheehan, Amy Lownds, Jennifer Sharpe, and Andrea 
Babbin took a first versus Amherst and was sixth in 

the WMass. performance list.

For the boys, it was all John Slachetka. He placed 


fourth in the overall performance list in the 55 meters 
(6.8 seconds), second in the 300 meters (39.0 sec¬ 
onds), and third in the long jump at 18.8 feet. 

For his efforts, Slachetka placed second in the dual 
meet versus Amherst in the 55 meters, first in the 300 
meters, second in the long jump, and third in the high 
jump (five feet). 

Senior Steve Atkinson was second in the WMass. 
performance list in the 600 meters (1:31.4) and 
grabbed first-place points in the dual meet. He also 
was second in the dual meet in the 1,000 meters 
(3:11.0), good for 10th in the overall performance list. 

Randy Carlton was fifth overall in the 600 meters 
(1:33.7) and grabbed a second for his efforts in the 
dual meet versus Amherst in this event. 

Junior Ryan McGurn was first in the dual meet in 
the 55-meter hurdles (9.7 seconds). 

McGurn was also third in the long jump in the dual 
meet at 18.4 feet, good for 10th place in the overall 
performance list. 

Heaving a first-place toss in the dual meet versus 
Amherst was strongman Matt Picard in the shot put 
(41.3 feet). He was seventh in the overall perform¬ 
ance list. Junior Mike Defilippi was third in the two- 
mile run (11:11.1) in the dual meet, which was eighth 
on the performance list. 

The teams begin a long run of consecutive Friday 
night meets at Smith College on Friday, January 11th, 
when they face Westfield in the dual meet.

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Pro sports team puts a new “Twist” on indoor soccer 


The Massachusetts Twisters are a professional 
indoor soccer team that originated about six years 
ago when owner Paul Lapointe of Southwick, owner 
and operator of Agawam Auto Repair, said he was out 
to dinner with his wife. They were brainstorming to 
name the team when they came up with the 
Massachusetts Twisters. 

Lapointe is not only the owner of the team, but also 
a player/coach with 25 years of coaching and playing 
experience that he provides to the Western 
Massachusetts Twisters, as well as the youth leagues. 

Lapointe emphasized that the youth league is 
important for future players, and they look toward the 
Twisters as a way of learning more about indoor soc¬ 
cer and being part of a professional indoor soccer pro¬ 
gram. 

Twisters’ General Manager David Decker said the 
current players were hand-selected by Lapointe, and 
they are dedicated and understand that this is a “com¬ 
munity building team” that benefits the youth and the 
business community by bringing a professional team 
to the area. 

Commenting on the youth team, Decker said, 
“They play throughout the week and on the week¬ 
ends. The idea was to have a professional team (the 
Twisters) that the youth could see on a higher quality 
level of playing in a fantastic atmosphere.” 

Decker has been the Twisters' general manager 
since last May and also practices with the team. He 
has received two degrees: a bachelor of science/gen¬ 
eral management from Central Connecticut State 
University, and a master of business administration/ 
sports management from Delta State University. 

The Twisters incorporate the youth team into their 
own games by allowing them to play during halftime 
and by signing autographs after the game. 

“The kids really enjoy this," Decker said. “The idea 
was to have the Twisters accessible to the fans; by 
doing appearances, they are more accessible to the 
community and the youth.” 

When asked about expectations for the Twisters, 
Decker and Lapointe agreed the focus will remain on 
the youth and on the Twisters winning games. 

“We want to win it all!” Decker said. “We want to 
continue to build a fan base, promote the Twisters and 
the youth soccer teams, and develop indoor soccer as 
a sport overall. We focus on the players and want to 
develop indoor soccer at all levels, from the youth 
teams to the professional teams.” 

“We would like to win the championship,” Lapointe 
added. The bottom line is to eventually move to a 
higher level and increase fan base and sponsorship 
awareness."

Lapointe also said as a team, they focus on three 
goals. The number-one goal is to get the 
Massachusetts Twisters established in the market¬ 
place of indoor soccer. Secondly, Lapointe said he 
wants to concentrate on the youth league, as they are 
the “roots of the operation,” and also to promote the 
Junior Twister Maple Program. 

The current players of the Massachusetts Twisters 
have signed to play with the team for one year, and 
they include Scott Brennaman, Sonny Burgo, Derek 
Conway, Brent Dillard, Ken Fever, Aaron Fischer, 
Brett Jacobs, Paul Lapointe, Rob Libera, Rico Marino, 
Omari Murry, Paul Pires, William Roper, Chris 
Streeter, Omar Tork, and Orlando Valle.

The website is maintained by Decker and offers a 
wide variety of information, such as roosters, sched¬ 
ules, tickets, camps and clinics for the youth, mer¬ 
chandise, and internship possibilities. 

Twisters’ midfielder Chris Streeter said he has been 
playing soccer since he was six years-old and signed 
with the Twisters when they originated six years ago. 

“I originally started playing soccer for recreational 
teams and gradually moved to the district teams, 
where I began traveling more and playing with diverse 
players from different towns,” he said. 

Streeter, who also plays with the Western 
Massachusetts Pioneers (based in Ludlow) during the 
summer, said he took a break from soccer for a while 
to pursue music. Then, when he returned about a year 
ago, he contacted Lapointe. 

He said he began practicing again with the Twisters 
and then signed a one-year contract soonafter. 

When asked to explain some differences between 
indoor and outdoor soccer, Streeter said, “Indoor soc¬ 
cer has the ability to score many more goals than out¬ 
door soccer, since it is played at a faster pace.” 

Streeter explained that there is more of a struggle 
to maintain a higher number of goals when playing 
outdoor soccer. The shift changes during indoor soc¬ 
cer are a little like hockey and there are penalties, 
where the players are placed in a penalty box for trip¬ 
ping another player, using inappropriate language and 
other rules that are at the referee’s discretion. ' 

“During indoor soccer, there is not a lot of time to 
think,” Streeter said. “There are four quarters as 


opposed to two halfs in outdoor soccer.” 

Streeter jokingly added that it never rains during 
indoor soccer. 

One of the most challenging aspects of indoor soc¬ 
cer is fitness, Streeter said. 

“I think fitness is a huge factor, and getting your 
body acquainted to working in 30- to 60-second incre¬ 
ments at full speed is different than training your body 
to play outdoor soccer,” Streeter said. “When playing 
outdoor soccer, you can pace yourself more and train 
differently.” 

Streeter agreed with Decker and Lapointe in 
regards to the expectations for the remainder of the 
season. He said he wants to continue to compete and 
represent Western Massachusetts indoor soccer. 

“I want to give fans a decent product to watch and 
support,” Streeter said. “Most importantly, to build a 
future for indoor soccer.” 

“I think one of the coolest aspects about the 
Twisters is the involvement of the youth, the parents, 
and the community,” he added. “Playing soccer is fun, 
but it s amazing when the kids look up to you and 
learn from you." 

Rob Libera, who plays both forward and defense 
positions, said he decided to play for the Twisters 
since they play on a more competitive level. 

“I also want the team to get to the next level of 
indoor soccer,” Libera said. “I also enjoy the quick 
pace of the game, and the atmosphere is more phys¬ 
ical.” 

Libera, who has been playing with the Twisters for 
six years, said he agreed with Streeter in regards to 
the fact that there is not a lot of time to think out there. 

“One of the biggest thing is making sure the kids 
get involved in soccer,” Libera said. “It’s a joy to see 
the kids’ smiling faces when signing autographs. I 
want to build on the youth so that indoor soccer can 
continue to progress.” 

As for the future of the Massachusetts Twisters, 
Decker said jokingly, “Hopefully they will be playing 
until I am old and gray.” 

Lapointe also said they are in the process of devel¬ 
oping a ladies’ team for next season. 

In conclusion, Lapointe stated, “The Twisters are a 
nice complement to any stadium’s atmosphere, and 
they are creating a feeder system for professional 
teams.
